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REPORT of a TRIP ABROAD 
by Julia Wright. 


Mr. Président and Members: 


There are some of you present “ho kno», 
I believe, that I have travelled a fe» thousands 
of miles since last June, a::* I have also seen a 
fev thousands of beetles. Iwas avay four months 
visiting England and Ireland. 

Through the kindness of our Secretary and one 
or tvo other members, I was fortunate in havin:; an 
introduction to the curator .or keeper as he is 
callei, of the Entomological Departuient of the Mus~ 
eum in London, Kensington Museum as I aftervards 
found out and I wish to say that I very much appre- 
clated it: so will try to tell you ~hat I sa: as 
I saw it. You know when one is travelling about 
from place to place visiting friends and relations 
“we Nave not seen for about eleven years, the days 
are usually planned for us and naturally I vanteda to 
see as much of the countries and interestins places 
as possible in a shor time: so I did not spend as 
much time as I should have likei at Kensington, 

Hovever on July Alst, (it is as fresh in ny 
nenory as thourh it vere yesterday) ve "rent up to 
Waterloo, London, about an hour's ride in the train 
from Wimbledon vhere I was staying. Wwe then took 
what is called the"sedond tube" : this is an elec- 
trie railway which runs right under the Thaiie: Riv- 
er aud the city of London similar to that in New 
York. The trains of this railvay are built after-~. 
the American plan, At the Bank, ve shanged to an— 
other wnderground line for the British Museum where 
I expected to see the heetles, Travelling and 
setting to a destination is as agreeable to me as 
veing there, well, I vas very jubilant and inquired 
for ths curator but vas told that the beetles ~rere 
not “.nere but at the Natural History Museum hich 
is in a different district of London, nanely Ken- 
sington, about -n hour's ride on the 'bus. 
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So first we took a rather brisk walk through. 
the British Museum spending tie longest tine with 
the mummies, I think there ave some here who vill 
asree with me that it is a rather trying thing to 
visit a Museum unless one has a specific object ot 
interest because there are so viany many tiiings to 
see that ~e hardly see anything. 

we then climbed to the top of a bus for that's 
the Lest place and eventually arrived at the Natur— 
al History Museum, It is a beautiful magnificent 
building covering a large area of groung and at 
present great extensions are in the course of eon= 
struction, I have brought snap shots of these tro 
buoldings I took myself and hope sone day you ill 
all tre able to visit then: they vill do your eyes good 
to look upon, to say hothing of the efefet the. 
veetles might have, 

We outered this lovely place, again asked for 
the l.ceper: ve were escorted ny one of the porters 
wh stand inside the doors selling guides etc, through 
the different rooms, one of “hich is fitter up for 
the younger students and the public thet are inter~ 
ested in this subject, along a corridor, down some 
stone steps to the "Students! Departnent": a door 
was wnlocked for us and ve rere directed to the 
office of Mr. Waterhouse lio is the koe. er, A cor- 
dial velcone was awaiting ine as I had previously 
written to say when I was coming. I found Mr, 
Waterhouse a very enthusiastic entowologist and an 
exceedingly kind ald congenial gentloman, After 
introducing ourselves, he proceeded to take us to 
the different rooms under the windows of which were 
students mounting various orders, He twok Aown 
draver {ter draver of British coleoptera, Oh, 
they lonked so neat! The specimens excepting 
berhaps the parrzest, are mounted on cardboard with 
their legs and antennae all hicely speard out and 
stuck down: each draver expressed patience aiid neat— 
ness. The pieces of cardboard o1 which the speci-~ 
mons are wounted are all the same shape, but vary of 
course in size according to the insects. You can 
gst an idea of this from the box of British coleop- 
teva that I brought with me this evening. Even the 
5. @llest of beetles are not mounted on triangles 
as we do, As Mr, Waterhouse had an engrgenent, he 
left us but first told us ~e Might look at any thing 
and everything ve wished to and he unlocket several 
cases containing the dravers of beetles, There is 
also a fine collection of books, Towlor being the 
authority on British coleoptera, We were unfortun- 
ate in not seeing the keeper again before leaving so

Last July while visiting a leighbdoring moun- 
tain, I sx~ thousands of larvae of D. lineata feed 
ing on All kinds of svasses ana herbs and I am very 
mien afraid they -ill be a pest in onr vineyards 
as they vere about fourteen years ago. 

Our 3an Jose seale that has been a pest in our 
orchards has all disappeared, The hrown apricot 
scale is all gone, thanks to the little comis fusca 
and the black scale on our olives is going fast, 
from vhat I don't knovw: perhads the hot eather 
last sume: has souething to do vith it, 
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NOTES on the LARVAE of certain LEPIDOPTTRA. 
by F. X. WILLLAMS. 


SPINX SEVPOLAE, Shasta co., Cala. Larva 
hatches from large pale green ege, oval and elip— 
tically flattened, laid usually singly on the un- 
derside of leaf of Cerasus sp. (ild cherry). Full 
grown larva about tvo inches long, sea green in 
color, head triangular ana greenish as in Smerin- 
thus. Body very rough and granular: anal horn 
green, straight and rather short. The lateral 
obl&mre lines are scarlet and spots of the sane 
color are scattered sparsely over the body, their 
number and distanctness different in different in- 
dividuals, The larva much resembles a smerinthus 
Caterpillar and the pupa resembles the pupa of the 
latter, being stout reddish brown in color and havy 
ing no protruding tongue case, 

Larva and eges of X. PRRELEGANS rere found on 
manzanita. 

CALOSATURNIA MENDOCINO, Behr, Kees laid: from 
one to about ten on leaf of manzanita: uiany eres 
parasitized. Full grown larvae of two colors, one 
a beautiful green, the other a rich reddish brown, 
The larva is arisei vith bristles -rhich stang pain- 
Prd The cocoon is hidden cunningly. fy 
souetimes spun betveen leaves but more often at the 
base. or the trunk of the hanzanita, which is com 
ered “"ith their curling bark. The cocoon is spun 
closely compressed t> the trunk and covered “with the 
curling bark in imitation of its surroundings. The 
is rather difficult to rear, 

Larvae of PAPILIO DAUNUS vere observed feeding 
on the Ovegon ash, 

A very dark ATTACUS wus reared froii a cater— 
Piilar feeding on spruce (Shasta Co.) Larvae ~rer 
also taken on manzanita and ~rillor, 

I have taken vhat I believe to be the larva of 
HEPIALUS SEQUOIOLUS, Behrens. I took several in 
November feeding in the decumhent stems of yellow 
lupine aid in the #7/¢ thicker roots. The larvae 
resembles the hepialidae larvae having large dors- 
al plates of a‘fferent sizes on the first four 
sepments. 
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
